bad At other times the dictation 
came as clearly as on a wire instru- 

ment. 

Atmospheric Conditions Unfavorable. 

The operator stationed in the Post- 
Dispatch building explained the 
crackling as caused by the presence 
of an unusual amount of static elec- 
tricity in the air, accentuated by th 
proximity of electrical storms 

The clearness of the sending voice 
varied with the humidity of the at- 
mosphere, he said. and for that rea- 
son the wireless telephone is more 
efficient in winter than in summer 
The atmosphere yesterday, he said, 
Wag even more humid than common 
to summer days.

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OQuimet Writes; 
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Former Amateur Champion Analyzes Play of Stars in Prelimi- 
nary Qualifying Round, While Present Titleholder Thinks 
Greens Are Too Fast and the Terrain Fatiguing.

HE amateur championship of 
Te United States opened with 

a wonderful day for the event. 
A slight breeze blew gently, to the 
great rellef of everybody and while 
it could not be classed as a cool 
day, it was a mighty comfortable 
one. The course was in excellent 
condition and with the exception 
of a few greens 1 have never seen 
a course for this championship in 
more perfect shape. 

Rudolph Knepper of Sioux City 
lead the way in the initial quali- 
fying test with a super score of 70. 
A four on the last hole would have 
given him a 69, but he required a 
five through not getting a _ chip 
shot close enough to hole the putt. 
Knepper, one of the very best of 
the new stars, is a splendid golfer. 
For the past three seasons he has 
been playing brilliant golf and it 
was no surprise to me to find his 
name heading the list of such 
players as Evans, Gardner, Jones, 
Guilford, etc. 

Last year he missed qualifying 
by a stroke, but this year he 


should qualify with a vengeance. 
Northwest Star Plays Well. 
Bon Stein, from the Pacific 

Northwest, played splendidly and 


while I do not know much about 
his game, I am certain from all 
uccounts that he was not playing 
above his wonted form. 


Four seasoned veterans scored 
73 which does not argur well for 
opponents who may face them 
after Monday's final qualification 
round. I refer to Bob Gardner, 
Jones, Evans and Armour. These 
men are strictly on their games 
and they had little trouble what- 
soever. 

Evans, for instance, was the same 
steady Chick. He was never off 
the course, and with the exception 
of the fourth green where he made 
a back-handed stab at a six-inch 
putt and missed, he looked im- 
mense. The fourth hole cost him 
a six but at that Chick was play- 
ing well within himself. 


For a time it looked as though 
Bobby Jones might tie tudy 
Knepper for low honors, but a 
seven on number fifteen ruined his 
chances. He was one better than 
par to the turn, 34, but on many 
holes coming home he was de- 
prived of long putts through hav- 
ing lumps of mud sticking to his 
ball. 

On the twelfth hole, for in- 
stance, this is what happened: A 
fine iron shot stopped 15 feet from 
the hole leaving the ball with aA 
chunk of mud on it. 


Jones’ Putt Goes Wrong. 
His putt was apparently perfect, 
and just as it neared the hole 


it veered off to one side and kept 
rolling on four feet past the cup. 
To make the next putt he had to 
hit the mud first on the ball which 
destroyed whatever chance he 
might have had to hole the three. 

On putts of the same length his 
ball went in and out of the aix- 
teenth and seventeenth holes, 
thanks to the mud on the ball. 

His seven on fourteen came as a 
result of a topped drive to a trap 
necessitating two more to reach 
the fairway. A brassie and mashie 
shot to the green and two putts 
made up the seven. 

It seemed mighty fine to see 
the name of H. Chandler Egan 
well up among the leaders. Sev- 
enteen years ago he won the 
championship and today he scored 
a seventy-four. He has had little 
opportunity to play golf, but he 
still retains the same punch that 
made him one of America’s great- 

est players s0 many years ago. 
British Champion in Form. 
Willie Hunter easily qualified 
with a seventy-nine, but the Bfit- 
ish champion complained of his 
golf. He told me he was hitting 


his shots badly and with the ex- 
ception of his midiron strokes ev- 
erything seemed off. However, 
Hunter is too sound a player to 
have his game go really bad, and 
he will bear close watching later

When 
I had finished my 19 holes I was 
glad that there were no more for 
the day. 

A good many observers thought 
the scores were high That is, 
there were fewer 70s than ‘antici- 
pated and more 808. I think the 
scores were good. There were sev- 
eral mighty good reasons for 
higher scores yesterday. Among 
them were the heat and the speed 
of the course, and then many play- 
ers are somewhat careless {In an 
elimination round. There is a foel- 
ing that it is not ne@éSsary to try 
hard, for they feel suce of getting 
into the big circle of 43. On Mon- 
day, when the fleld narrows to 32.

PART ftom public sentiment in 

Europe being at present still 
strongly against prohibition, it would be 
a matter of the greatest difficulty for 
the prohibition forces thereto effect 
any maneuvering of popular opinign as 
Was apparently accomplished in this 
country by the Anti-Saloon League op- 
erating through certain of the churches. 
The particular churches which lent 
themselves to this propaganda in the 
United States are not at all powerful in 
Europe. Nor are European legislative 
assemblies drawn upon the same plan 
as the American State Legislatures. It 
would be impossible, for instance for 
the county of Sussex to vote dry, like 
Ohio, and to influence drinking in the 
neighboring county. of Surrey, as. can 
Ohio under the Federal Constitution. 

Again, Europe has tried, prohibition 
and found*it wanting. In European 
eyes American prohibition is no mag- 
nificent new “stunt,” but.a powerful at- 
tempt to revive what has proved a fail- 
ure in the past—in England, in Sweden 
and elsewhere. Without question there 
is a distinctly growing sentiment against 

‘the free and indiscriminate : sale of 
spirits in the new democracies that are 
emerging in Europe, but it is a_ long 
cry between such sentiment and prohibi- 
tion. The feeling is that much sound 
work can be done by education and by 
the gradual extermination of the pes- 
tiferous saloon—but not before a sub- 
stitute workingman’s meeting-place has 
been thought out. 

Europe refuses to be hustled in the 
heat of the moment following the war. 
She would prefer to take her time and to 
watch how things work out under pro- 
hibition in America. She feels, perhaps, 
that good cheer is not a thing you can 
afford lightly to throw overboard, how- 
ever material the possible gain.

| listed Men’s Reserve Corps. The Reg- 
ular Army is the first component of 
the army of the United States in 
/peace and in war; the Nationa] Guard 
‘is the second component of the 
| Army of the United States in peace 
jand in war; and the Organiged Re- 
lserves are the third component of 
ithe Army of the United States, con- 
istitute purely war force and can be 
employed only in the event of a na- 
tional emergency declared by Con.

HEN the grandson of the late 

Duke of Buckingham married 

a blacksmith’s daughter not 

long ago he violated the one 
rule which, in the minds of 
his relatives, he should have 
upheld. He flew in the faceof 
the one particular tradition which his family had 
adhered to for 400 years; and, more heinous still, 
by doing so he apparently destroyed the last hope 
of restoring the former family greatness. The motto 
on the Buckingham coat of arms is: “Templa Quam 
Dilecta,” which means “How Lovely Thy Halls.” If 
it read, “We Marry for Rank,” it would have been a 
good deal more indicative of the family history and 
character. ' 

In four centuries there has been no instance where 
one married outsidé the nobilitv. Most of them mar- 
ried above their own rank, thus adding new titles 
through royal favor to the ones they already possessed. 
In fact, that has been one of their tried-and-true meth- 
ods of getting ahead. Through the failure of the last 
Duke of Buckingham to have a son, most of the hard- 
won titles were lost, and it was, in the minds of his 
relations, singularly incumbent upon this voung man 
to step forward and retrieve the situation by following 
in the footsteps of his grandfathers 


He might at least have married the daughter of 
some multi-millionaire war profiteer and thereby have 
saved Stowe Hall, in some respects the most magnifi- 
cent residence in all England. Designed by Vanbrugh, 
it is constructed entirely of white marble, with a front- 
age exceeding 510 feet. The house is large enough to 
accommodate several hundred guests. The grounds, 
containing 1400 acres, are dotted with a score of tem- 
ples, dedicated to various real and myvthieal person- 
ages.

For years Cobb has been the hardest play-

HAT appears to be the actual process 
of evolving another moon from the 
body of the planet Jupiter is the latest 
subject of interested study by astrono- 
mers. Jupiter already has ten satel- 
lites revolving about it, each of which 
undoubtedly once formed a portion of 
the planet itself. 

Unusual activity manifested recently by the “Great 
Red Spot” on Jupiter is attracting widespread atten- 
tion Though called a “spot.” it really ts of vast ex- 
tent, being an egg-shaped area (ellipitical spheroid) 
some 20,000 miles in length, or a distance of two and

one-half times as much as the diameter of earth. 

Recent observations of the Great Red Spot indi- 
cate that it is now wholly severed from the main body 
of the planet and that its motion around Jupiter is in- 
dependent of the motion of other spots on the plan- 
ets surface.

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Famous “Lost Turquoise Mine of Mexicy 


Reported Found After Search of Centurie 


Spot which has figured in legends for a thousand years and for which 
Spanish adventurers searched soon after conquering the Aztecs is 
in bed of Tula River, declares man from New York, showing 
specimens—Toltecs are said to have worked mine by diverting 
stream into different channel — The gems were used for marvel- 
ous temple decorations and as ornaments for the royal family and

HE famous lost turquoise mine of the 
ancient Toltecs in Mexico, which has fig- 
ured in legend and tradition for more 
than a thousand years, has been re-dis- 
covered, it is announced by Arthur K. 
Wilkinson of New York. In proof of 
his assertion he shows samples of rough 
turquoise, in color and texture decidedly like that 
found in the ruins of ancient Toltec cities. The mine, 
he asserts, is in the bed of the Tula River. not far 
from the City of Mexico: and this, he explains, is why 
thousands of prospectors, for 400 years, have looked for 
it in vain. 

The Toltees, he says, a thousand years ago or more, 
drained the Tula River at a certain point, running the 
water into a channel which is still discernable. This 
enabled them to work the turquoise mine, the stone 
from which was used in the decoration of the great 
Indian temple of Tula, the capital of the Toltec em- 
pire, and as ornaments for the roval family and the 
high priests; for the turquoise was so much esteemed 
among the Toltecs that it was looked upon as 
sacred. The greatest of all the empires that 
flourished in America in pre-Columbian 
times was that of the Toltecs. which is 
believed to have covered even a great- 
er extent than the vast territory 
of the later Aztec rulers, which 
extended from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific and far down into 
Guatemala. The greatest of 
their gods was QuetzZalroatl 
ithe Fair God of Lew Wal- 
laces novel); and in his name 
thev erected the greatest of 
their temples in the magnifi- 
eent city of Tula, the city of 
temples and palaces. This, the 
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most beautiful of all the Toltec temples, according 
to tradition, was situated on an island in the Tula 
River; and all around it, on the shores of the river 
itself, was the city of Tula, the ruins of which exist 
today. To this sacred city and sbrine came pilgrims 
for more than 2) leagues (600 miles) in every direc- 
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tion, 80 an ancient chronicler assures us. 

The famous lost turquoise mine was 
the property of this temple, the sacred 
edifice of the Toltee Kings, who claimed 
to be the representatives of the gods 
upon earth: and the mine is stil] allud- 
ed to in tradition as the “Lost Turquoise 
Mine of the Gods.” 

At the time of the conquest of Mex- 
ico in 1521, just 400 years ago, the tra- 
dition of the lost mine of the Toltecs 
was still so much alive that many Span- 
ish adventurers set out from the Citys 
of Mexico to hunt for it, within the 
three first years following the fal of 
the capital of the Aztecs. Five vears a 
later Padre Bernardino de Sahagun, 4a 
famous Franciscan priest, collected the 
following tradition of this mine from 
Mexicans of noble birth: 

“There was also in Tula a temple to

proves a man’s playing. In the teams that 
have a good chance for the pennant the 
spirit is tsually good enough, and the 
players are performing at their best level. 
But in the teams that are going badly, the 
mere process of trading players from 
one bad team to another equally bad 
will greatly improve the players traded. 
The reason is that they get a mental 
shaking up. They get out of their ac- 
customed habits. As new men they get 
added applause when they appear in the 
towns to which they have been traded, 


and this heartens them. Nothing  im- 
proves a player like a change.” 

This was peculiar from Cobb, who has 
played on the Detroit team since the be- 
ginning of his major league career. 

“Of course,” he continued, “there are 
some players who keep at their best level 
of playing, change of scene or no change 
of scene. Such men are of the serious, 
driving kind, who keep their minds tuned 
to the idea of winning, and they are rare 
in baseball. I figure that three such men 
will make a team, even though the rest 
are weak spirited and tend to sink into a 
system of mere mechanical motions. One 
such man (if a catcher, the corner stone of 
any team) may carry the rest with his 
spirit, and keep them fired with fight and 
enthusiasm.”’ 

“What is the worst psychological factor 
that affects baseball clubs?” 

“Perhaps the second-guess spirit,’ he 
replied. ‘In almost every play in base- 
ball an act of deliberate judgment occurs. 
Il am a@ manager. I have a one-run lead. 


| want to increase it. I have two men on 
bases. My pitcher—a weak hitter—is | 
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coming to bat. I want to get the two 
runners in. The pitcher has been going 
good, but I take him out and put a pinch 
hitter at the plate. The pinch hitter 
comes through, say, but the second pitcher 
I put in isn’t going good that day and 
they knock him all over the park. Then 
I sit down and mourn that I didn’t keep 
my first pitcher going. That self-re- 
crimination hurts my spirit.

One of his 
first achievements “as to marry the Raroness Kinloss, 
daughter of the Duke of Chandos, whose family name 
was Brvydges. ;

Entering Par- 
lament aS a supporter of the Tories. he went over 
» the Whigs, and was one of the 24 managers who 
drew the impeachment against Lord Melville. But he 
didn't carry it through. Historians do not mince words 
in explaining why. “Purke’s Peerage” bluntly savs: 
“He was bought off.’ And the price was—it would not 
likely be small for a Grenville--a dukedom' 

George IV created him Duke of Buckingham and 
Chandos, Marquis of Chandos and Earl Temple of 
Stowe. That was the price {t cost the administration 
to get rid of his attacks. Thus did a Grenville finallv 
reach that highest rank below rovalitv. And the means 
were always the same--marriage and practica! poli- 
tics. This descendant of the country esquire had ar- 
rived at a truly great estate in the British aristocracs 

The head of the house. if he desired to use his full 
name and al! his titles, could sign himse!f as follows 
Richard Temple-Nuent-Brvdzges-Chandos-Grenville, 
Duke of Puckingham and Chandos, Marquis of Buck- 
ingham and Chandos, Baron and Viscount Cobham, 
Ear! Temple, Earl Nugent and Ear! Temple of Stowe— 
ail of which had started from plain Dick Grenville. 

It is refreshing to note thar the Duke was not such 
a great man as to escape the pointed observations of 
those who Knew how he got his dukedom. Thus, Lord 
Holland said: “All articles are now to be had at cheap 
prices except Grenvilies.” = 

Agreeing with Lord Holiand on the fact that it was 
a question of purchase, Sir Charles Bagot differed as 
to the price. He wrote: “I am glad that the Gren- 
villes are taken into the Government, and, for Gren- 
villes, they come tolerably cheap. IJ see no objection

The Grenvilles, however, were a thick-skinned iot: 
if they got what they wanted—and they usually did 
the world could yelp its head off.

When, from his mother, the second Duke inherited 
the title of Paron of Kinloss, another was added to the 
long list. His parents also had expanded the familiar 
Christian name of Richard to the more pretentious one 
of Richard Piantaganet. The Duke, althovgh apparent- 
ly as greedy as his forbears, Was not as successful, and 
lost so heavily at speculations that it was necessary to 
auction some of the property. He and his wife are the 
‘Duke and Duchess of Agincourt” In Disraeli’s “Con- 
inesby.” Of the Duke the historian, Greville, wrote 

‘Few men will have passed awa. jess honored in 
their life or less regretted in their death.” 

The third and tast Duke was more successful! in 
vuginess than his father, and did much to recoup the 
family fortune. In that most essential of all things 
in twnaintaining his house, however, he faiied. No son 
was born to him. He was married twice, each time to 
‘'acies of noble birth, and three dangehters were born. 
but no male heir. It Was a tragedy for that house 
It meant that all the great structure, reared through 
sO many vears by the enterprise, industry, force and 
greed of the Grenvilles, would come crashing down at 
the Duke's death. And so it did 

The earldom of Temple of Stowe devoived on a 
nephew. the barony and viscountcy of Cobham on a 
ousin and the barony of Kinloss descended to the 
Dukes eldest daughter, Mary. The rest of the titles 
became extinct. It was a heart-rending spectacle for 
tne Grenvilles 

However, the route to greatness was still onen—the 
Same route taten bv the first Grenville—the path to 
the altar. Before the old Duke's death, in 1889, his 
daughter, the Baroness of Kinloss, had borne @ son. 
Hiere, then, was a male Grenville to take up the bur- 
den of winning a way to the heights of glory, as Dick 
Grenville had taken it up four long centuries before 
The opportunity was there, sure enough, but it had 
less appeal to the master of Kinloss than the blarck- 
smith's daughter, and hence the wagging of tongues 
in aristocratic circles in England.
